BY GERMAN ARBITRATION BODY 


Board Upholds Bruening Cabinet’s 
Efforts to Bring About 
Lower Prices.

BERLIN, Nov. 8.—The board of 


arbitration assigned to settle the 


Berlin metal industry dispute to- 
day ordered a general 3 per cent 
wage reduction, effective Nov. 17, 
with a 6 per cent cut for workers 
under 18 years of age and 8 *per 
cent for adult tradesmen, effec- 
tive Jan. 19, 1931. 

The arbitrators thereby support- 
ed the Bruening Cabinet’s efforts 
to bring about a general down- 
ward trend in prices. They stated 
that they realized prices could not 
go down unless wages were lower, 
and were aware of the fact that 
prices for food, clothing and other 
necessities actually were moving 
downward.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Presi- 
dent Hoover plans to ask Congress 
for emergency appropriations to 
furnish employment and _ assist 
drouth sufferers. 

The One will go toward speeding 
the Government’s building pro- 
gram and the other will be a seed 
loan. 

A statement outlining the plan 
came from the White House late 
today after the War Department 
and his emergency Employment 
Committee had separately made 
known further phases of their own 
relief programs. 

The statement follows: 

“The President announced today 
that the administration had de- 
cided to recommend to Congress a 
special emergency appropriation to 
be applied to the further intensifi- 
cation of public works, public 
buildings and other forms of Fed- 
eral construction which are already 
authorized by Congress but for 
which no.appropriations would nor- 
mally be made until later periods; 
and further to recommend the 
provision of a ‘seed loan’ assistant 
to farmers in the drouth area. 

Work Ahead of Schedule. 

“It will be remembered that the 
appropriations for Federal con- 
struction were greatly increased 
upon the President’s recommenda- 
tion by the last Congress as aid to 
employment during the current 
year. The departments were also 
authorized to undertake the nec- 
essdry technical preparations for 
future construction work which 
was authorized but not appro- 
priated for. 

“As a result of appropriations 
available during the present fiscal 
year, the construction work of all 
kinds in the Federal Government 
will be increased to a total excecd- 
ing $600,000,000. The emergency 
appropriations that will be request- 

d will be in .the naturesof an ad- 
ition to this already enlarged pro- 
gram and will be in anticipation of 
such construction work as would 
normally have taken place a year 
or two hence. 

“The necessary technical prepa- 
ration has been under way for 
some months and has now been 
advanced so that the program can 
be further expanded for emergency 
purposes. The precise amount for 
the emergency appropriations has 
not yet been decided upon, but will 
be determined on a basis of au- 
thorized works for which the pre- 
liminary technical preparation has 
been or can be completed. The 
whole purpose is to provide fur- 
ther employment during the forth- 
eoming year upon work of ulti- 
mate necessity.”’ 

Earlier in the day, Secretary 
Hurley had agreed to place all 
available army cots and blankets 
at the disposal of agencies dealing 
with acute needs. Meanwhile, the 
Emergency Committee was peg- 
ging away at its task of stimulat- 
ing decentralized campaigns to 
make more work obtainable. 

Secretary Hurley telegraphed 
Gov. Emmerson of Illinois that, 
though legal authority was lack- 
ing, he would assume responsibili- 
ty for “authorizing the use of all 
available army cots and’ blankets 
without unduly depleting the sup- 
ply for the armed forces.” 

“Emmerson had requested a 
loan of army equipment indis- 
pensably necessary to assist in Chi- 
cago and throughout the State.” 

Similar requests from other 
places were expected to follow 
Hurley’s announcement of policy. 
Pleas for direct assistance already 
have been received by the Presi- 
dent’s emergency committee, along 
with many appeals for jobs. 

Futile Labor Migrfition. 

Chairman Woods of the commit- 
tée called attention today to what 
he termed futile migrations of la- 
bor. 

Woods also made public an an- 
nouncement by L. J. Drake, presi- 
dent of the Union Tank Car Co., 
that this concern contemplates 
placing orders for repair supplies 
for six months, provided it is 
guaranteed against price declines. 

Another report came from Jacob 
Billikopf, chairman of a commit- 
tee of 100 of Philadelphia. He 
said the Sears Roebuck & Co. had 
launched a relief plan among its 
employes, which probably would 


raise from $600,000 to $1,000,000.

Louis, and Harold J. Werner, the 
chief usher, came to an inglorious 
end here today when the pair 
was arrested in an expensive suite 
in the Ponchartrain Apartments. 

Sitting on the edge of a rumbled 
bed and holding heads that still 
ached from their five-day spend- 
ing and drinking orgy, the young 


of the theater’s funds when they 
left St. Louis Sunday night. They 
had only $4373 left, having spent 
more than $4300 in five crowded 
days and nights. 

It was the lavish spending of 
the two in French quarter night 
clubs and outlying gambling houses 
that led to their arrest. Yester- 
day, while they were buying ex- 
pensive drinks for all comers at 
the Silver Slipper Club and tip- 
ping waiters and entertainers far 
beyond the usual limit, even of the 
wealthy, Detective Chief Grosch 
was sitting at a neighboring table 
watching the amateur spender in

Police Get on the Trail. 

No mere chance took Chief 
Grosch to the cafe. On Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday nights 
his trail had crossed that of the 
gay young men from St. Louis, and 
after Wednesday they had made 
few movements that were 
served. 

Friday's performance convinced 
the policeman that they should be 
questioned. He followed them to 
their apartment, had the place 
watched and this morning entered, 
followed by a squad of detectives. 
Noel and Werner were still in bed. 

The apartment, rented for a 
month, was elaborately furnished 
and included a liquor. cellarette 
well stocked with the varied 
liquors available in New Orleans. 
The balance of the Missouri Thea- 
ter’s funds were found in a_ suit 
case. 

Noel, who is 24, three years older 
than Werner, selected a blue dou- 
ble-breasted suit and overcoat and 
a handsome scarf from an exten- 
sive wardrobe to wear to the par- 
ish prison, while Werner attired 
himself in a well-selected outfit of 
brown. They joked with newspa- 
per reporters who intérviewed them 
and warned them to stay in their 
profession.

“Both of us went to journalism 
school,” Noel volunteered. ‘I went 
to Missouri University and Harold 
went to Wisconsin. If we'd have 
stuck to it maybe we'd have been 
better off.” 

Noel confirmed the statement of 
Missouri Theater officials that he 
had absconded with the receipts 
of the Saturday and Sunday shows. 
His sdlary was said by a theater 
official to be $30 a week. He was 
quoted as admitting that additional 
peculations from time to time 
would run the total of his shortage 
to $10,000 maximum.

assembled at banquets in six na- 
tions of the globe—the United 
States, Canada, England, Spain, 
South Africa and Australia. 
Howard Heinz, president of the 
company, is an old friend of the 
President. 

“Wars between nations, wars be- 
tween groups within nations, in- 
dustrial conflicts, all end in what 
appears to be victory for one of the 
contenders, but the real _ victory 
arrives only after the battle has 
been forgotten and when the hu- 
man nature of both sides meets in 
cheerful agreement upon a com- 
mon solution,” Mr. Hoover said. 

“Industrial conflict is the great- 
est waste in industry. It not only 
delays production and diminishes 
it, but its most hurtful results are 
inflicted upon the lives and spirits 
of men and women. We can mea- 
sure dts productive losses in un- 
made goods and unearned dollars, 
but incalculable is its needless toll 
of suffering.” 

Text of President’s Address, 


The Chief Executive's address 
follows: 

“It is a pleasure to participate 
for a few moments in this tribute 
to Mr. Heinz from his employes 
throughout the world. His associa- 
tion with me in service during the 
war and many times since when I 
have summoned him from his busi- 
ness to undertake public service 
gives me a right to be in. spirit 
amongst those who join in this oc- 
casion. 

“It is also a satisfaction to en- 
gage for a moment in the anni- 
versary, of the establishment which 
has a record of over 60 years of 
continuous industrial peace. ‘This 
long history is proof that there is 
common ground of mutual in- 
terest and humane relations  be- 
for 
this concern could not have 
weathered all these years of shift- 
ing currents in good times and bad 
times had it been otherwise. 
Human Relations Within Industry. 

“And year by year do we realize 
more of our responsibilities in the 
human relations within industry. 
Mechanization is so distinctive of 
our modern civilization that even 
as a mechanical conception we 
often tend to forget that the most 
wonderful and powerful machine 
in the world is the men and wom- 
en themselves. It is the human 
being from which achievement is 
won far more than the tool; 

“However astonishing may be 
the increase in usefulness of ma- 
chines as they grow in size and 
ingenuity, their improvement is 
little as compared with the en- 
larged effectiveness of organized 
intelligence and co-operation when 
men pool their efforts to achieve 
acommon end. Man's conquest of 
machines is less spectacular than 
his conquest of his own wiil. 

“To build up and preserve un- 
broken a co-operative spirit be- 
tween a great group of employers 
and employes for two long genera- 
tions is a cheering proof of the 
possibilities of human nature. The 
secret of it it is more important to 
mankind than any secret of trade, 
or any new invention.

“Fortunately there is nothing 
mysterious about it, nothing “pat- 
entable or exclusive, nothing that 
is not free to be used by all.

Four crippled patients of the 
Evangelical Emmaus Home, for 
Feeble - Minded and _ Epileptics, 
were burned to death early today 
In a fire which destroyed one of: 
the institution’s five old wood and 
stone buildings. 

The dead are: '

of Mr, and Mrs, William F. Getg, 
3826 Nebraska avenue, St, Louis. 
William Hofsaess, 22, St. Joseph, 
oO.

The cause of the fire has not 
been determined. Piles of coal in 
the basement of the structure, and 
heavy timbers, were still burning 
tonight, and none of the bodies had 
been recovered. The _  inatitution, 
four miles out of town, is without 
fire-fighting facilities or water to 
permit the Marthasville Fire De« 
partment’s apparatus to lend aid, 
20 Rescued by Nurses. 
Twenty-four of the institution's 
110 patients were in the building at 
6 a. m., when the fire waa discov- 
ered on the second floor. Attend- 
ants carried, led or wheeled 20 of 
them to safety. The other build- 
ings, where patients were at break- 
fast, were hastily cleared. The 
flames swept the building tdo rap- 
idly to permit rescue of Getz, Hofe 
saess and the two Loulaville men. 
Several of the patients, after 
they Aad been led to safety, ran 
back into the burning building, 
complaining it was “too chilly’’ 
outside. Attendants led them out 
again and placed them under guard 
of the more reasonable patients. 
Two helpless occupants were res@ 
cued from the second floor of the 
burning building by the Rev. Carl 
I’. Sturm, superintendent of the 
home, at the risk of his life, Cor- 
oner John H. Dyer of Warren 
County announced after an in- 
vestigation. Two of those who died 
were on the second floor, and two 
were in a room directly below 
where the fire started. 
Inquest Postponed. 
Coroner Dyer swore in a jury, 
but postponed the inquest until 
the bodies are recovered. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that they may 
not be removed for severai days. 
The loss by burning of the build- 
ing was estimated by Miss Marie 
Sturm, daughter of the superin- 
tendent, at $60,000. The home, 
which Kas a branch at St. Charles, 
is a charitable institution supported 
by donations. Superintendent 
Sturm has been in charge more 
than 25 years. 
Marthaaville is in Warren Guin 
ty, 65 miles from S8t. Louis on 
the Missouri. The Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas Railroad passes through 
t**+ town. Inhabitants of the town 
are largely of German descent and 
the home buildings formerly were 
those of the German Evangelical 
Theological Seminary, predecessor 
of the present Eden Seminary at 
Webster Groves, The buildings 
date from 1860.

Counsel for East Side livestock 
dealers. alleged by Department of 
Agriculture to have boycotted two 
co-operatives backed by the Feder- 
al Farm Board, charged at the 
hearing held in East St. Louis yes- 
terday that the National Order 
Buying Co., although it had bor- 


rowed Farm Board funds as a co- 
operative, did not in fact operate 
on that basis. The Nationa] Co., 
with its affiliated concern, the Pro- 
ducers’ Livestock Commission As- 
sociation and the old line order 
buying firm of Kennett, Sparks & 
Co., are the firms said to have been 
boycotted. 

The Department of Agriculture 
has cited 47 dealers, among them 
the co-operative Farmers’ Live- 
stock Commission Co., to show 
cause why their licenses should not 
be revoked. No clear cut issue be- 
tween co-operative marketing on 
the one hand and the old line com- 
panies on the other, is presented. 
The issue, complicated already by 
the presence of a _ co-operative 
among the firms charged with par- 
ticipating in the boycott, and the 
presence of an old line firm among 
those said to have been boycotted. 
was further confused by the charge 
made against the National Co. 

Incorporated in Ohio. 

. F. T. Ketner, secretary and man- 
ager of that company, who has 
been the only witness so far, tes- 
tified that it was incorporated un- 
der the “‘corporations for profit’

tween buying as agent for packers 
and buying in its own name, later 
reselling to packers. “Have you 
ever given a patronage dividend to 
packers?” he inquired. The wit- 
ness answered, “No.” ‘‘Do you in- 
tend to?” Ketner replied that the 
question had not been decided. 
No Patronage Dividends. 

“When you buy from old line 
firms, or from. co-operatives not 
stockholders in your company, do 
you give them patronage divi- 
dends?” Borders asked. Ketner 
replied that none had been given 
and tWat the question whether any 
might be given in the future was 
undecided in this case also. He 
was asked if there had ever been 
a patronage dividend declared for 
the eight co-operative associations 
which own the stock of his com- 
pany. 

“There has been no such dis- 
tribution,” Ketner replied. ‘“‘There 
has accumulated during the last 
seven years an undivided saving or 
surplus, of $30,000. It remains as 
part of the assets of the company 
and there has been no payment. 
The undivided saving, of course, 
belongs to the stockholders.” 

One defense to be offered by the 
firms cited will be that those who 
refused to deal with the National 
Co., did so because they did not 
believe it was financially able to 
meet trade practices on the St. 
Louis market which require that 
each transaction be for cash, and 
that payment be made by 8 p. m. 
On the day of purci:ase. 

The National Livestock Market- 
ing Association, with which both 
the National Co. and the Produc- 
ers’ Association are affiliated, is an 
organization of 18 market agencies 
and a finance company through 
which member units may secure 
Farm Board loans.

EUREKA, Cal:, Nov. 8.—At- 


tempting to cross Humboldt bar 
in the teeth of a gale the lumber 
schooner Brooklyn was sunk late 
today and 18 men aboard are 
thought to have been drowned. 

The 216-ton schooner was bowled 
over and sunk by two mountainous 
waves which struck her simultane- 
ously, The.craft was thrown gn 
her side*’and broken in two, Capt. 
Ahlin of the steamer Washington 
reported. The Washington was 
following a@ quarter ay i mile be- 
hind the Brooklyn, ut turned 
back. 

Coast guardsmen who witnessed 
the tragedy, said the Brooklyn 
blew her whistle frantically as the 
Waves capsized her. Within five 
minutes she sank. 

No bodies had been found late 
tonight by coast guard boats or 
shore patrols which began their 
search immediately after the ves- 
sel went down. 

Afraid to dare the waves break- 
ing over the bar, five San Fran- 
cisco trollers rode out the storm 
outside the harbor. 

The coast guard issued warnings 


to ships not to try to cross the bar.

Christensen, seaman; missed the 
boat when he tarried too long pur- 
chasing tobacco for the crew.

fact.” Varying, answers were fre-

During this week the commis- 
sion obtained a detailed report 
from John M. Moorehead, Ameri- 
can Minister to Sweden, on the op- 


eration of the Bratt system of 
liquor control employed in that 
country. Some of the members 


have been more favorably § im- 
pressed by the Swedish system than 
by any of the systems tried in 
Canada, although the latter also 
have been studied, 

How Swedish Plan Works. 

Under the Bratt plan, the King 
appoints a royal board of control, 
which directs the operations of a 
private corporation which manu- 
factures and wholesales liquor. 
This corporation's profits are lim- 
ited to 7 per cent on its actual in- 
yestment, and any surplus profit 
goes into the public treasury. Re- 
tail distribution is in the hands of 
private companies, each managed 
by five directors, of whom two are 
appointed by the stockholders, two 
by the board of control and one by 
the local authorities. 

Cities and counties have local 
option, under which they decide 
whether to have controlled liquor 
sale or be entirely dry. The pro- 
vincial governors have authority to 
issue charters to retail stores in 
wet districts. The retail stores is- 
sue permit books to customers, and 
the maximum monthly quota al- 
lowed to any customer is four and 
one-fifth quarts of spirits. Beer 
and wine may be purchased only 
at chartered stores, but there is no 
limit on the quantity. Licenséd 
restaurants may sell liquor, but 
only with meals. 

Under this system, the per capi- 
ta consumption of liquors in Swe- 
den has decreased 35 per cent, and 
arrests for drunkenness have de- 
creased 55 per cent. Crimes of 
violence have decreased 48 per 
cent. Alcoholic insanity has di- 
minished to a ratio of one case for 
every 100,000 population. 

Choice Up to Congress. 

It should be remembered that 
the commission can only recom- 
mend. The President may use his 
own judgment about forwarding 
its recommendations to Congress, 
and that body certainly will follow 
its own will about acting on any 
recommendations it receives. At 
the present time, a substantial ma- 
jority in each house is opposed to 
any change in the present laws. 


Among the differences which 
still divide the commission is one 
concerning procedure. Judges 
Kenyon and McIntosh and Dean 


Boscoe Pound still are vigorously 
opposed to secret sessions, and feel 
that the proceedings should be 
public. This issue, together with a 
disposition of some of the mem- 
bers to avold a showdown on the

STREET CAR PROPOSAL 


Substitution of Busses for Some 
Surface Lines Expected’ to: . 
Speed Traffic.

"N EW YORK, Nov, 8.—Details of 


the report favoring substitution of 
busses for street cars in certain 
congested districts on. Manhattan 
Island, made by John H. Delaney, 
chairman of the Board of Trans- 
portation, were obtained today fol- 
lowing publication of the New 
York Railways Company's applica- 
tion for permission to abandon its 
tracks and use busses instead: 

“The substitution on these 
most congested of the avenues of 
the city would apparently acceler- 
ate the movement of vehicular 
traffic if the parking of private 
cars and rear-end loading of trucks 
along the curb lines is so restricted 
as to allow the omnibuses to have 
access along the sidewalks for en- 
trance and discharge of  pas- 
sengers,”” the report reads, in part. 
“ ...-. Unless the omnibuses can 
stop at the curb line the interrup- 
tions of traffic and the hazard to 
passengers due to stopping in the 
traffic lanes to receive and dis- 
charge passengers, will be as fre- 
quent and dangerous as the exist- 
ing conditions which are influenc- 
irg the proposed abandonment of 
street cars. 

“The decrease in the number of 
passengers using the street car 
lines which are operating on streets 
where vehicular traffic is dense has 
Liought about a change in the at- 
titude of street car companies 
which formerly opposed the intro- 
duction of omnibuses as impractical] 
for city transportation ..... The 
slow movement of street cars in 
the city avenues and the hazard of 
g0ing into the midst of vehicular 
traffic to board the cars, are re- 
garded as contributing causes to the 
steadily diminishing number of 
passengers.’’ 

Officials of the company point 
out that published reports stating 
the lines represent three-quarters 
of total surface track mileage in 
New York City or even in Man- 
hattan are erroneous. | 

The New York Railways Co. with 
68.85 miles of track in the borough 
of Manhattan, has 32 per cent of 
the Manhattan surface car mileage 
and 6.8 -per cent of the mileage in 
New York City, the officials state. 


A news dispatch in the Post- 
Dispatch Friday mistakenly placed 
the New York concern’s mileage 
at three-fourths of the city’s to- 
tal. 


CLOSED NASHVILLE BANK 
HAD $3,000,000 STATE FUNDS 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 8 — 
Funds of the State of Tennessee 
on deposit in the Bank of Tennes- 
see, for which a receiver was ap- 
pointed yesterday, were estimated 
by Attorney-General L. D. Smith 
today at approximately $3,000,000. 

This estimate did not include any 
county funds. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral said that he was going to take 
every step that the law and facts 
justify to collect the money and 
protect the State’s interests.

Three years ago she came _ to 
London in ‘‘The Silver Cord,” writ- 
ten by her husband, Sidney How- 
ard, and scored an instantaneous 
success. She returned two years 
later in her husband's “‘The Sacred 
Flame.” 

ngland never saw her in “Mac- 
beth,” in which she appeared with 
James K. Hackett in America, but 
for the Jast few years the actress 
had made her home in England, 
and it was here that she was first 
taken ill. 

Clare Eames was born and édu- 
cated in the United States and was 
married there in 1921, shortly aft- 
er the opening of her husband’s 
play, “The Sword.” They had one 
daughter, now 4 years old. 

Clare Eames made her stage de- 
but in New York in 1918. Subse- 
quently she increased her reputa- 
tion in the part of Lary Wildering 
in the play ‘“‘Declasse,” and there- 
after appearing in numerous suc- 
cesses, including John  Drink- 
water’s ‘“‘Mary Stuart,” and as 
Hedda in Ibsen’s “Hedda Gabler.” 

She appeared in several produc- 
tions for the American Theater 
Guild, including Shaw's “Androclesg 
and the Lion,” and “Ned McCobb’s 
Daughter.”

In the speculation over which 
party will get control of the next 
Congress, interest centers in the 
contest in the Eighth Indiana Dis- 
trict, where Congressman Vestal, 
Republican, was declared re-elect- 
ed by a margin of nine votes. His 
election gives the Republicans the 
majority. 

Senator Brookhart (Rep.), Iowa, 
who yesterday threatened to give 
the Democrats his support in the 
Senate for organization, decided 
today upon reflection that he was 
not sure the Democrats would ac- 
cept the program he demanded.

Kvale’s Attitude Unknown. 


The youthful Congressman 
Kvale (Farmer-Labor) of Minne- 
sota, who ultimately may have the 
deciding vote on organization of 
the House, said at his home in 
Minnesota that it was too early to 
talk about that and he gave no 
indication of his attitude. 

Congressman*Frear of Wisconsin, 
who, with Congressman Nelson of 
that State, led an independent Re- 
publican movement the House 
in 1923 and 1924, which held the 
balance of power, declined to say 
whether such an undertaking 
would be attempted again with an 
even closer division in the House. 

Frear supported the candidacy 
of President Hoover, although he 
was a supporter of the late Sen- 
ator La Follette of Wisconsin, a 
Republican independent, for the 
presidency in 1924. 

Included in the speculation over 
the Senate is a persistent but un- 
verified report that Senator-elect 
Davis of Pennsylvania, a Repub- 
lican, will be challenged when he 
presents his credentials next month 
on account of expenditures in his 
primary campaign. 

Also, the death or resignation of 
a Republican Senator from any 
of several states which recently 
elected Democratic Governors 
would upset everything. The Gov- 
ernor has the power to fill vacan- 
cies in the Senate. 

Meanwhile, attention returned to 
the approaching short _ session 
which will wind up the business of 
the old Congress. Administration 
leaders are preparing to concen- 
trate everything on the enactment 
of vital appropriation measures in 
order to make a special session 
hext spring unnecessary to dispose 
of them. 

Unfinished business coming over 
from the last séssion will get next 
consideration—that includes’ the 
question of disposing of the Mus- 
cle Shoals (Ala.) power and nitrate 
plant; regulation of motor bus 
traffic, some prohibition measures, 
and unemployment bills. 

World Court Protocol to Wait. 

It is thought unlikely that Pres- 
ident Hoover will ask approval] of 
the World Court protocol at. the 
short session. All of the other na- 
tions have not as yet adhered to 
the revised protocol. Also, it 
could become a tool for forcing a 
special session next spring. 

The declaration of the Demo- 
cratic party leaders was _ inter- 
preted here as meaning that the 
party would not stand in the way 
of enactment of the appropriation 
measures in an attempt to force a 
special session of the new Congress 
next spring. 

Although defeated in Tuesday’s 
elections, three Senators and 44 
Congressmen will come back to 
Washington to serve through the 
short and last session of the Sev- 
enty-first Congress. The new Con- 
gress does not take office until 
December, 1931. 

Only one Democrat is in each 
group of defeated legislators, Sen- 
ator Steck of Iowa and Congress- 
man Kunz of Illinois. 

The two Republican Senators de. 
feated, but who will return to serve 
until March 4, are McCulloch, 
Ohio, and Pine, Oklahoma. 

The 44 Republican House mem- 
bers going out after March 4 in- 
clude three from Illinois, six 
from Indiana, six from Kentucky, 
two from Maryland, six from Mis- 
souri, two from Nebraska, one each 
from New Mexico, Tennessee, Ore- 
gon, Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and Iowa, six from Ohio and two 
each from Oklahoma, Virginia and 
North Carolina, the latter includ- 
ing Congressman Pritchard, defeat- 
ed for the Senate.

CHIMPANZEES TO BE USED 
IN COMMON COLD TESTS 


Eight of Them Added to Johns 
Hopkins Zoo for Research 
Work, ' 
BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 8.—To 
the menagerie at Johns Hopkins 
Medical School are to be added 
eight baby chimpanzees, which 
will be used to determine how the 
common cold starts and how it 
may be cured or controlled. 
* Several girl volunteers were 
used as subjects of experiments 
last June, but the chimpanzees, 
which have been found to veact to 
colds like human beings are said to 
be more amenable to experiment 
than human beings, in some _re- 
spects. 
Three gibbons have been used 
for several months in the five-year 
research being conducted by a 
group at the medical school, whose 
work was financed in 1928 by a 
$195,000 fund established by the 
Chemical Foundation. 
Dr. Perrin H. Long of the re- 
search staff, and Dr. James A. 
Doull, Cleveland, until August head 
of the common cold research, have 
just announced the finding that 
the cold is transmitted by a virus.

‘Gee: Tax Raises 
$230,600,455 in 
- First Six Months 


Total of $515,000,000 for the 
Year Estimated—Averige 
3.39 Cents a Gallon. 


The 48 states and the District of 
Columbia collected an average tax 
of 3.39 cents a gallon on 6,809,- 
863,076 gallons of gasoline in the 
first six months of 1930, according 
to reports received and compiled 
by the Bureau of Public Roads of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, 

After deducting certain exemp- 
tions from the total assessed tax, 
the net tax on the sales of gasoline 
amounts to $230,600,455. Under 


‘the tax laws, certain special fees, 


amounting to $381,644, also were 
collected, making a total of $230,- 
982,099. 

Based on the ratio of the num- 
ber of gallons taxed fn the first six 
months of 1929 to that year’s total 
and on the figures for the first 
six months of 1930, the amount of 
gasoline likely to be taxed for the 
current year is estimated by the 
bureau at 15,400,000,000 -gallona. 
Figuring the taxes on the same 
basis and allowing for changes in 
tax rate, the total for the calendar 
year 1930 is estimated at $5145,- 
000,000.

George E. Williams of Street 
Department Claimed Descent 
From Bourbon King. 


George E. Williams, 79 years old, 
Street Department employe, who 
died Friday in City Hospital, 
claimed direct descent from the 
Bourbon Kings of France. He was 
the grandson of Eleazar Williams, 
an Indian missionary, who died in, 


1858, and who was believed by 
many to have been the lost Dau- 
phin, son of Louis XVI and Marie 
Antoinette. 

Although historians do not agree 
in recognizing the claim of the 


missionary, he remained the center 
of an historical controversy, that | 
has continued until this day. 
French historians relate the Dau- 
phin died in a Paris prison in 1795, 
rut a widespread belief persisted 


caped to this country through the 
aid of Royalist friends, after the 
execution of his parents. 

The child Dauphin, according to 
this tradition. was placed in the 
care Of a family of Oneida Indians, 
accepting their name of Williams, 
and becoming an Episcopal clergy- 
rman and later a Government agent 
among the northern Indians. His 
clatm to royal ancestry was pro- 
mulgated in several books, includ- 
ing Mary Hartwell Catherwood's 
novel, “Lazarre.” This book was 
cramatixed, Otis Skinner appearing 
in the title role.

Parliamentary commissions 
demand to know what money is be- 
ing spent for and with that knowl- 
edge and the detailed information 
of vast military expenditures they 
endorse the war policies of their 
Governments. It is simply addi- 
tional evidence that preparations 
are not being made in the dark. 

What is worse, the Governments 
of Europe are finding support for 
their policies in their pacifist poli- 
ticlan peacemongers. The outbreak 
of another European conflict would 
only repeat the story of political 
parties in Germany and other coun- 
tries who, while proclaiming peace, 


joined the national enthusiasm for 
war to the limit when war came, 


Europe in Two Camps. 

What of the future? Is this ter- 
rible rivalry in armament to con- 
tinue and lead to ultimate disaster? 
Is there a ray of hope that the kill- 
ing pace will be arrested or im- 
peded? At present that hope is 
meager indeed. The whole of Eu- 
rope is deadlocked and nothing yet 
seems likely to break that deadlock. 
Europe, as Keynes so often pointed 
out, is ordered under the arrange- 
ments of the treaty of Versailles and 
its complements. It is now divided 
into two camps—one arguing for a 
change and the other for no change 
in the provisions of the treaty. I 
have already dis@ussed the incon- 
gruous situation which prevails be- 
tween the countries of Europe on 
account of these treaties, and the 
necessity for a new adjustment. 

Now as long as Europe continues 
to live in this state of uncertainty 
and unrest, there will be fear and 
suspicion. There 1s no way to over- 
come discord except by a general 
discussion of the whole. problem. 
Frankly, we cannot hope for much 
for years to come. We have passed 
through 12 years of post-war unrest 
and vacillation and in the end we 
could only expect the race in arma- 
ments we now witness. 

In my address on Oct. 28, I think 
I put this state of things clearly be- 
fore everyone. I have a profound 
conviction that Italy made the most 
strenuous efforts to end this war 
preparation competition—not by 
words alone, but by acts. Once 
more Italy warned the Powers of 
the burden inherent in the race in 
armament, of the exhaustion of na- 
tional finances and of the yoke 
placed upon the backs of the peo- 
ples almost to the point of oppres- 
sion. - e 


Why Italy Prepares. 


We are ready to call a halt the 
moment others do the same, in or- 
der that there may be no pretext 
for one competitor to dupe anoth- 
er, and thereon we regard general 
reduction of armaments as essen- 
tial to the spirit of fair play. A 
statesman who has the lappiness 
of his people at heart does not 
want war. There is no necessity 
for nor is there any advantage in 
trying to establish a justification 
for war when peace is procurable.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8. 


OW that the Democrats have reduced the Republican majorities in 
the Senate and the House to the vanishing point, what will be 
their strategy in preparation for the presidential campaign of 


Before an answer to that question is undertaken, it should be 
pointed out that the Congress elected last Tuesday—the seventy-second 
Congress—will not begin to function as a law-making body for 13 
months unless President Hoover calls it into special session before the 


regular meeting date. 


That the President will do this, except in the 


event of a grave emergency requiring Congressional action, is extremely 


unlikely. 


The President has already had one special agssion on hig 


hands, thanks to the campaign promise that he gave Senator Borah, 
and it caused him no end of political grief. 


If, on the morning of Nov. 4, he 
had a strong antipathy to seeing 
any more of Congress than the 
Constitution makes necessary, what 
must have been his feeling when 
the election returns came in that 
night? The topheavy Héuse Re- 


publican majority, bulwark of his 
present strength in Congress, had 
been wiped out. The control of the 
Demdcrats and the insurgents over 
legislation in the Senate had been 
tightened. No, it can safely be as- 
sumed that Mr. Hoover will not 
willingly call the new Congress into 
special session. 


Year Until New Congress. 


In all human probability, there- 
fore, it will not be until December, 
1931, that the Democratic party 
can begin to make use of its new 
strength in Congress. The session 
starting that month—the “long” 
session—will merge into the presi- 
dential campaign of 1932. It will 
be devoted very largely, on both 
sides, to the making of political 
war medicine. What will be the 
tactics of the Democrats? 

No well-defined strategy has 
been laid down by the leaders—it 
is too early for that. Moreover, 
very few of them were prepared 
for the size of the Democratic 
sweep of last Tuesday. Most of 
them expected material gains, but 
they had no idea the party would 
come within -reaching distance of 
control in both branches. Plans 
based on control have therefore 
only begun to be seriously talked 
about in the last few days. 

These plans are necessarily of 
the most general and tentative 
kind. It is realized that new is- 
sues may arise, and that new lead- 
ers coming into the Senate—men 
like Lewis of Illinois, ‘Costigan of 
Colorado, Hull of Tenn , Bulk- 
ley of Ohio—will have a good deal 
to do with the formulation of par- 
ty policies for the next campaign. 
It is realized, too, that the Demo- 
cratic party, torn as it is by the 
disputes over prohibition and oth- 
er issues that cut across party lines, 


will have the usual troubles within 
its own ranks. 


No General Tariff Revision. 


if, in these circumstances, it can 
be said that the party at this stage 
has any strategy looking toward 
the campaign of 1932, that strat- 
egy has a there-fold purpose: To 
bring the party into the campaign 
with as nearly a united front as pos- 
sible; to capitalize the progressive 
sentiment of the country and at 
the same time to do nothing that 
will frighten business. 


It can safely be forecast that in 
the Seventy-second Congress no 
general revision of the tariff will 
be attempted by the Democratic 
party. Possibly bills amending 
particular items fh the tariff, such 
as the duties on sugar and alumi- 
num, will be passed and sent to the 
President, but, if the leaders have 
their way, the schedules will not 
be opened to a general overhauling. 


It is quite possible that an effort 
will be made to kill the present 
flexible clause of the tariff law, 
under which the President may 
move rates up or down on the ad- 
vice of the Tariff Commission, and 
to substitute the plan for which 
the Senate voted during the tariff 
debate. This plan, which was re- 
jected by the Hovse at the insist- 
ence of the President, would require 
the commission to report to Con- 
gress instead of the President; it 
would permit individual tariff rates 
to be taken up in Congress under a 
safeguard preventing amendments 
not germane to the rates under 
discussion. 


May Attempt Farm Relief. 


Another much controverted 
measure may be passed—the de- 
benture plan of farm relief. This, 
it will be recalled, went through 
the Senate over the opposition of 
the President, but came to grief in 
the House. Senator Borah, ardent 
supporter of the plan, has said that 
he intends to keep working for it.

It gave the 
country the constitutional amend- 
ment for the direct election of 
United States Senators; established 
the Department of Labor and the 
Children’s Bureau, pacsed @ gen- 
eral eight-hour bill for workers on 
Federal construction projects, and 
passed the seaman’s bill which, aft- 
er a veto by Taft, later became the 
La Follette Seamen's act. These 
were only a few items in. a con-

Famous of Regiments, to Unveil 
Monument on Its 100th Birthday 


Corps Made Up of “Missing” Men, Serving Un- 
der Assumed Names, Has 20 Nationali- 
ties on Roll—Greatest Fight Was 
on American Continent.

They join for another reason, 
and that is to hide themselves. For 
the Legion is a band of lost and 
buried men, hiding from the world, 
enlisting under assumed names, 
and enduring the bitterly hard life, 
if indeed they can endure it, for 
the five-year stretch which all en- 
listments in the Legion must run. 
Possibly one in the thousand en- 
rolled may be the virtuous, self-sac- 
rificing Legionnaire of fiction, and 
another one the romantic seeker 
after adventure. 

The ranks are filled with -de- 
faulters and absconders, with men 
who have fled from the law, and 
with. the young fellows who could 
not quite carry the burden of di- 
recting their own existence, and 
who, deter the legal or social error, 
smallior great, sought seclusion in 
the Legion. There they live in the 
present. The past and the future 
are in the hands of others. 


Broken, Lonely Outcasts. 


The Legion is the band which 
welcomes desperate men, some- 
times the last and only role to 
which they can turn. So it is that 
there are gathered under its ban- 
ner sO many broken and lonely 
outcasts who. have been turned 
into soldiers of the highest effici- 
ency; to.do: France’s mission in the 
deserts of Northern Africa. 

This monument probably will be 
dedicated on April 30 next, as that 
is the Legion's day of celebration, 
although the corps was formed by 
charter in March, 1831. It was on 
April 30 that the action was fought 
which holds the place of honor in 
all the annals of the Legion, de- 
spite the streamers on its flag 
which tell of notable fighting at 
Sebastapol, Magenta, in the Came- 
roons and the Far East and Near 
East, in Morocco and Madagas- 
car, and in the World War, Ar 
tois. the Champagne, the Somme 
and Picardy. 

Their proudest fight, strangely 
enough, was on the American con- 
tinent when Napoleon III had set 
up a throne in Mexico and had put 
Maximilian upon it. Two'thousand 
Mexican soldiers attacked a hacien- 
da held by 65 men of the Foreign 
Legion. The Legionaire:; held off 
the attackers for 10 hours and 
killed more than 200 of them. The 
defenders surrendered finally, but 
only after their three officers were 
dead and 43 of the men killed or 
wounded. There remained only 19 
men able to fight. 

On the 30th of every April. 
wherever there is a detachment of 
the Foreign Legion, it is formed in 
a hollow square and the ranking 
officer reads out to the men the 
story of this fight. 


Many Germans, Few Yankees. 


The Legion is supposed to be 
made up of citizens of other coun- 
tries than France, but there are 
many Frenchmen in it, under as- 
sumed names and false national- 
ities. There are about 20 nation- 
alities on the roster today, Ger- 
mans being far the most numerous, 
exceeding 40 per cent of the total. 
Next numerically come the Rus- 


}|sians, many of them being from! 


the now disbanded White armies. 
Swiss and Belgians are plentiful, 
with fewer representatives from 
Austria, Italy, Spain and the Bal- 
kan countries. 

There are few Americans or En- 
glishmen. ‘and they are, according 
to the officers, very bad soldiers.

A romantic literature has grown up about 
the Legion, and its fame has spread afar in the hundred years of its 
existence, but it is doubtful if this literature has led many men to 


tion. This is carried to a high de- 
gree in the Foreign Legion. 

The only strict examination is 
the physical one. Almost invari- 
ably a false name is given for the 
register, and the bleu is. ordered 
to report at Marsailles, and from 
there is taken to the Legion head- 
quarters at Sidi-bel-Abbes, near 
Oran in Northern Algiers, 

In one of the big white barracks 
there, he begins his new life with 
a convict’s haircut, a bath and 
vaccination. He draws his équip- 
ment of arms and uniform and 
other kit, and is allowed two days 
to get used to it and to recover 
from his vaccination. 


There follows three months of 
intensive drill, designed to make 
malleable the unruly disposition 
and to make the individual a cog in 
the great machine. It is in this pe- 
riod that he learns that he is 
among men who are outcasts, that 
all civil rights have departed from 
him, and that all moral props and 
stays seem to have broken. 

Another disillusionment, and a 
keen one, as is pointed out in an 
excellent article in the London 
Times, is that, as > was an out- 
cast in his own land, he also is an 
outcast in his new one. The head- 
quarters is a thriving. town, th 
social functions, pretty ad te bg 
band concerts and the usual gaieties 
of the French provinces, but they 
are not for the Legionaire. He may 
listen to the band, but the women 
will not meet his eye, even if, back 
home, he was the fair young lord 
of the manor. The mark of the 
beast is upon him, and there is no 
‘welcome for him anywhere except 
in barracks or the hidden places of 
the native quarter. Even the wine- 
shop keepers look askance at him. 
The Legion has a reputation. 


Suicide Often a Refuge. 


When he goes into the interior to 
man the line of remote forts or to 
patrol the lonely desert, the work 
demanded of him is perhaps as 
trying on body and brain as that 
demanded of any soldier in the 
world. Then the weaklings begin 
to be weeded out, and the percent- 
age of deaths by suicide in the Le- 
gion is large. The Legionaltires call 
the disease “le cafard,"" meaning 
the cockroach which gets in a 
man’s brain and makes him kill 
himgelf. It is the neurasthenia 
which results from a hard and per- 
ilous life lived in a dry climate un- 
der a burning sun. It breaks out 
in suicide or fits of drunkenness or 
short spells of desertion. 

It seams quite out of keeping 
with the nature of the corps that 
these desertions are lightly pun- 
ished, until the psychology which 
the commanders of these men have 
developed in a hundred years is 
remembered. Two days’ solitary 
confinement is considered enough 
to correct the error. 


Careless of Death. 


It is by these methods that the 
Legion had been made. Its esprit 
de corps is unrivaled in the world, 
probably because the men who 
have joned the Legion have aban- 
doned everything else. They have 
really nothing else to which to 
give their devotion but their regi- 
ment. They have nothing to lose 
but their honor as soldiers. They 
are careless of death, They are 
masters of their arms. 


The Legion is entirely different 
in organization, personnel and pur- 
pose, from such famous corps as 
the Texas Rangers or the Canadian 
Northwest Mounted Police. Each 
indivigual in these outfite, it is 
assumed, can operate alone on any 
scale in any place. He can take 
over a district and govern it if nec- 
essary, Such tasks are not for the 
'Legionaire. He operates under the 
ordera of his officers, who are the 
picked men of the French army.

Use Brains, Not Bullets. 
To the Editor of the Fost-Dispatcn: 


HE last 30 years have witnessed an 
A entire revolution in science, physics 
and mechanics; but, sad to say, matters 
political and religious remain mired in 
the sixteenth century Slough of Despond. 
The last reported achievement of science 
is the Stratoplane, scheduled to travel 
500 miles an hour, at an elevation,- if 
needed, of 40,000 feet. Add to this 
achievement new high explosives of un- 
precedented destructive power and poi- 
son gases of threefold deadly potency 
and yet there remain “preparedness 
politicians perpetually prating of “se- 
ane “security” is to be achieved by 
adding armament to armament—tfrontier 
forts and floating fortresses, marching 
men and murderous machine gun tanks, 
traveling 40 miles an hour. 

Short of any actual outbreak of war, 
the sham invasion of London, staged 
some months ago, should convince the 
densest of statesmen of the utter im- 
possibility of guaranteeing “security” 
anywhere. In that invasion 75 planes 
invaded London from the North. Lon- 
don, forewarned, was defended by an 
equal number of planes, plus anti-air- 
craft guns and balloons. In spite of all 
these preparations, the invaders dropped 
200 bombs (duds of course) over select- 
ed targets, and retired without losing a 
single plane. Evidently “preparedness” 
furnishes no “security.” 

A well known titled diplomat has late- 
ly published that the last World War 
was caused by the “mismanagement and 
stupidity” of all the parties involved. 
Lloyd George says, “Wars are preeipitat- 
ed by motives which the statesmen re- 
sponsible for them dare not openly 
avow.” Should their “mismanagement 
and stupidity” again threaten to involve 
the nations in another war, let it be 
decreed that these gentlemen, armed 
with machine guns, shall be first in the 
field, and turn those guns on each other 
before any of the best young blood of

both parties. The Democrats, speaking through 
Chairman Raskob and their last three presidential 
candidates, James M. Cox, John W. Davis and Alfred 
E. Smith, and their Congressional leaders, Senator 
Robinson and Representative Garner, disavow partisan 
purpose and solemnly pledge their co-operation with 
the President and the Republican party in Senate 
and House “in every measure that conduces to the 
welfare of the country.” That, too, is the sentiment 
of the Republicans as expressed by their leaders. 
Those are admirable resolutions, though not entirely 
novel. Similar professions have been heard before. 

Both parties are 
facing an unprecedented test of their capacity, integ- 
rity and courage under the scrutinizing gaze of a 
disillusioned and distressed people. 
The first objective, as Mr. Hoover says, is eco 
nomic recovery. Just how much a Congress working 
earnestly and loyally with the President can con- 
tribute to the restoration of prosperity is problem- 
atical. What is unhappily known is that the formula 
of an excessive tariff, such as the Hawley-Smoot act 
of the present Congress, is a hideous failure. Never 
was a customs law so generally and authoritatively 
protested during its pendency as was this bill, which 
was a defiant betrayal of the Republican party’s 
platform pledge and a miserable surrender to rapa- 
cious privilege. What revision may be necessary is 
a duty that confronts a chastened Republican Presi- 
dent and a coalition Congress in which the Demo- 
cratic minority must capably co-operate. 
It is apparent, however, that no tariff legislation 
will of itself suffice to restore prosperity. The whole 
world, as we have been repeatedly told by the apolo- 
gists for this ruinous tariff act, is industrially sick. 
Economists are talking about the gold supply, about 
the disproportionate share of this metal held by the 
United States and France and the paralyzing effect 
of this condition upon world industry and trade. 
Certainly this is a question that challenges responsi- 
ble statesmanship everywhere. It is a challenge to 
Mr. Hoover, to his party leaders in Congress and 
to the Democratic party invested with the opportu- 
nity and obligation of demonstrating its governing 
ability.

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DOUGHTY, THE PERFECT REPORTER. 

Hugh Walpole has said that one of the six books 
in the world worthy to be called literature is “Tray- 
els in Arabia Deserta,” by Charles M. Doughty, and 
for this opinion a select company strewn around this 
globe will thank him. The Doughty enthusiast is a 
rare, shy bird, usually not vocal or dangerous until 
aroused; but spurred into action by a statement such 
as Mr. Walpole’s, he is hard to escape and impossible 
to silence. ’ 
Doughty was an English student, 28 years old, who 
went to Arabia 60 years ago, with $60 and a bad lung. 
For two-years he wandered among the desert tribes, 
trying to practice medicine, but failing; seeking 
knowledge and daring death; struggling for breath 
on the burning sands or freezing in the winter rains 
in the high plateaus, but always making a note of 
it in his little book. 
He was a beggar among the tents and herds of the 
poorest people in the world. He was a Christian 
among the most bigoted and: intolerant of the ene- 
mies of that religion, but he never denied his faith. 
Once, with the knife at his throat, he went so far 
as to repeat the formula, “There is no God but God” 
—but he could not be driven to continue the declara- 
tion, “and Mohammed is his prophet.” 


his book of probably 500,000 words, not one of which 
words, barring the Arabic, has entered the English 
tongue since the days of Queen Elizabeth. Doughty 
believed our language had steadily retrogressed since 
that time. But he wrote a great book which was a 
flat failure when published, and it told everything 
about that part of Arabia where other white men 


was almost pure poetry. 
When the World War came and Lawrence was 
spreading sedition and revolt among the desert tribes, 
this narrative, long out of print, was his handbook. 
The British Government was moved to reprint it as 
@ war measure, and the campaign which threw 
Turkish power ouf of Arabia was built upon 
Doughty’s book, for the great romance was all true 
to the last detail. The standing grain was just where 
he said, the stock of camels just as he proclaimed, 
and they could be found in exactly the valleys he 
named, for Doughty was the perfect reporter and a 
poet besides. He made possible the success of Law- 
rence’s war. 
An astounded England learned after the victory 
that this almost mythical, ancient writer was still 
alive, past 80, and he took his long delayed laurels 
and smiled behind his patriarchal beard. A few 
years ago he died, and at his funeral was a slight 
man in the uniform of a private soldier. He was 
Aircraftsman Shaw, but he had been Lawrence of 
Arabia, who had risen to the stature of a prince and 
commander of a division by virtue of Doughty’s 
story, which always was in the saddle bags of his 
racing camel. 
The Poet Laureate Bridges said that those who can 
read that book at all must read it again and again. 
Despite its hard style and its lack of humor, it is 
now widely printed and it is read wherever English 
is spoken. All true. Doughty followers will agree 
with Prof. Fairley that it is the greatest book of 
travel adventure in our language and perhaps the 
greatest in any language.

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Wheat Prices and Wheat Pools 


Canadian wheat pool, held as model by U. S. Farm Board, did well for five years, but 
now is unable to keep prices up; learned that withhalding surplus bolsters market 
only temporarily; buying of 69,000,000 bushels in this country found not to null- 
ity law of supply and demand; reduced acreage is now expedient to stabilize prices. 


HE Canadian wheat pool, a co-opera- 
T tive organization of 140,000 wheat farm- 

ers of the prairie provinces, is facing 
the crisis of its life, brought on by the 
severe drop in wheat prices. For five years 
the central pool office at Winnipeg man- 
aged to carry on and find markets through- 
out the world at prices which the farmers 
considered satisfactory. Then suddenly, 
with Canada’s small 1929 harvest, began 
an unexpected but contftmuous and heart- 
breaking decline in wheat prices. Now, 
with the biggest carry-over of wheat on 
record and a new crop on hand, large in 
volume and high in quality, the pool is on 
trial for its life. Cah it survive? 

Every pool farmer is bound to his or- 
ganization by a legal five-year contract. If 
he breaks this contract he can be sued and 
compelled to pay 25 cents a bushel as 
liquidated damages, and also the costs of 
the litigation. .If he threatens to break 
away from the pool, an injunction can be 
served on him. The system is legally 
perfect, for the courts uniformly uphold 
these contracts; but marketing is more an 
economic than a legal problem. In a farm- 
er’s eyes the touchstone is: What price do 
I get for my commodity?

In normal years “hbout 10 per cent of 
the pool members bootleg their wheat. They 
need the money, or a better price seems to 
be offered, Or some other excuse serves 
them. In the present crisis—and the pool 
itself frankly says it is a crisis—bootleg- 
ging on a large scale has begun. In one 
community 70 farmers were haled into 
court. Hundreds of farmers have had in- 
junctions served on them. 

If this bootlegging becomes a stampede, 
it will mean the end of the pool as now or- 
ganized. The temptation to bootleg is 
especially great now because the regular 
grain dealers can actually pay 20 to 30 
cents a bushel more than the pool's initial 
payment. In this case the farmer has 
parted with his wheat and has his money 
in full. If he sells through the pool he 
will get more later if the price goes up. 

About half the wheat farmers are pool 
members; half are non-pool. Last fall the 


the thresher for $1.40 or $1.50 a bushel; 
the pool farmer got only $1 for his. Farm- 
ers are realists, and jt is hard for th® pool 
to combat such evidence as this. The pool 
realizes fully that it is now in its life-and- 
death battle, and it is mobilizing every pos- 
sible agency of education and propaganda.

During the past 10 years there has come 
into wide circulation a new slogan—namely, 
“orderiy marketing.” It is obvious, for in- 
stance, that if growers glut the market with 
ripe strawberries or peaches, the price will 
fall sharply. If there is a scarcity of ripe 
Strawberries, the price will soar. It was as- 
sumed that what is true of perishable fruits 
and vegetables was true of wheat. But 
wheat is a non-perishable commodity grown 
on every continent, harvested at some place 
every day in the year, easily shipped long 
distances, safely stored for long periods.

of 1923 to 1929, inclusive. It was able to get 
in some years a little more for its wheat, 
in others a little less than the non-pool 
farmers received. But the average was 
good. enough so that the members renewed 
their contracts at the end of the first five- 
year period. In the sixth year, the non- 
pool farmers came out ahead by at least 
50 cents a bushel. 

There are two reasons why the pool's 
current theory of orderly marketing does 
not work for wheat, oats or corn. In the 
first place, the futures market takes care 
of “dumping.” In the second place, the 
world’s wheat market is geared to the 
present system of world harvests—the 
Northern Hemisphere clearing its seaboard 
wheat ahead of the Southern. 

* — = 


Under the agricultural marketing act of 
1929 the United States has a Farm Board. 
The Farm Board came into power, a lit- 
tle more than a year ago, committed to 
attacking the wheat marketing problem 
first, and committed also to the orderly 
marketing theory. ‘the board considered 
the Canadian wheat pool an outstanding 
success and began at once to organization of 
a gigantic wheat pool in the United States. 

At that time both the Farm Beard and 
the Canadian wheat pool were forecasting 
higher prices for wheat, though actual 
prices were moving downward. Such fore- 
casts did much to drive European buyers 
to other sources of supply. Since wheat 
prices were not behaving according to the 
schedule of the pool and Farm Board, the 
board took the next step permitted by hw 
—a step which it later regretted. It en- 
tered the market and bought wheat boidiy 
so as to force the price up in the way it 
should go. 

The board bought futures, hoping thereby 
to lift cash prices. Cash prices responded for 
& day or two and for a cent or two to 
this new and unknown power, then yielded 
once more to the domination of world con- 
ditions of supply and demand. Wheat prices 
continue to sink. . Europe continued to 
find wheat elsewhere, and to use more 
substitutes for wheat. Several countries 
raised their tariffs against imported wheat. 

The Farm Board decided to quit the mar- 
ket and withhold its wheat, some 69,000,000 
bushels, till some time in the future, un- 
specified, when the price should be “right.” 
The Farm Board and the pool thus had 
the same experience tn withholding wheat 
in order to force a rise in price. The re- 
sult in the end, as later ewents have proved, ° 
was merely to lower prices still more. For

8.—The Green Bay Packers, national 
champions in professional football last year and undefeated and un- 
tied in eight starts this year, represent a city of 37,000 population 
and are owned and operated by a non-profit corporation of more 
than 1000 stockholders that does a $150,000 yearly business, yet no 
officer gets a cent in wages and no dividends are ever paid! 


Those are the startling facts 
about the organization whose busi- 
ness has been to give Green Bay 
a winning football team. 

That it has been giving Green 
Bay a winner is shown by the rec- 
ords of National League competi- 
tion for the last 10 years, in eight 
of which the club was operated as 
a civic enterprise. It has never 
finished lower than fourth place 
in the standing, has finished sec- 
ond twice, has won one champion- 
ship and now is well on its way 
to another title, holding the top 
place alone. 


Starting with no capital and 
doubtful prospects, the club has 
-itraveled a long and treacher- 


ous path to reach its present posi- 
tion. The story of the climb is an 
unusual one—one of a humble be- 
ginning, bright hopes based on 
overwhelming success in small ef- 
forts, and ultimate success after

A Community Enterprise. 

Organized originally in 1919 at 
a packing company that gave the 
team its name and uniforms, and 
captained and coached by the same 
man that still coaches the team-— 
Earl L. (Curly) Lambeau—the 
team won many games the first 
two years of play. It played inde- 
dent football the first two years, 
and the third year it entered the 
National League. 

After one year in the National 
League, the team was in danger of 
falling to pieces as the company 
that sponsored it dissolved, but the 
community came to its rescue.

Great Scottish Star Tells How the 
Full-Back Positions Should Be Played 


Understanding With Fellow 
Back and the Halfback 
and Confidence Are Es- 
sentials of Full-Back Play

ULLBACK play is not merely 
F setting the ballaway from your 
own goal. If once you get it 
into your head that the great need 


ole} of a fullback is to kick the ball as 


hard and as far as possible, you 


| will never get the best out of your 


position or reach the top. 
But the first need is to get the 
You cannot kick it until you 


have got it. SolI propose to start 


away by talking of tackling. There | 
t.| are two essentials in fullback play. 


The first is understanding with 


your fellow back and the half- 
backs, and the second is confi- 
dence, 


by understanding I mean two 
things. First, you must cover your 
wing half and your fellow back, 
and you must know that they are 
covering you. To explain this I 
must detail the system of defense, 
which we call the “pivot system.” 
The ball is on the left of your at- 
tack. They are pressing. Now 
this *means that the left halfback 
must be wll up behind his for- 
wards, The left back must follow 
up the field. There must not be a 
gap between the wing half and 
back. If there is, the opposing 
side will have too much room in 
which to use the ball, should it be 
kicked up the field. 

A Perfect Defense System. 

Your right back must move over 
the field towards the left. You 
see what has happened. The right 
back is covering the left back.

Now this is the perfect defensive 
system and because of this I pro- 
pose to give a diagram instead of a 
picture showing this clearly. 

So that you may easily follow 
the system, the following positions 
are numbered in my diagram: 1 
goal, 2 right back, 3 left back, 
4 center halfback, 5 right half- 
back, 6 outside right, 7 inside 
right, 8 center forward, 9 inside 
left, 10, left half back, and 11 
outside left. The ball is shown by 
a circle. 

No matter how the ball is cleared 
from the opposing end, at least one 
of your men is in position to cover 
it. Now this diagram and system 
must be remembered by halfbacks 
as well as backs.

It means that once a fullback has 
made up hig mind, he sticks to it. 
Going into a tackle, and stopping 
halfway, is fatal. You either go in 
or stop out; half measures are use- 
less. 

If your partner goes over to 
tackle his winger, then you must 
move into the middle, unless your 
center halfback ig there. If he is, 
then you must fall back towards 
your goal. By so doing you can 
run onto the ball if it is put across. 
Always leave yourself in such a po- 
sition that you can run onto the 
ball and not be compelled to go 
backwards—that is fatal. 

You may have heard that some 
backs leave the winger to the wing 
half in front of them, while they 
attend to the inside man. And, of 
course, there is the vice-versa un- 
derstanding. Any hard-and-fast 
rule is likely to be dangerous. This 
is how I prefer to train you, If you 
are nearer to the man with the ball 
than another of your team, then 
you must go to that man. Be he 
winger or inside, you must tackle. 
It ig then up to your wing half to 
watch for a possible pass. But if 
you say, “I watch only the winger,” 
you may find the inside man racing 
away because the wing half is not 
there to stop him. 

The ball is your object, not hard 
and fast rules, which are danger- 
ous. 

Your method of tackling must be 
left to you. Every man has his own 
way, but provided you always take 
the ball, and keep your eye on the 
ball, you cannot go far wrong. 

There is one thing I would im- 
press upon you. Always try to force 
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your opponent away from the goal 
when he has the ball. That means 
you must keep on the inside of 
him. ive him only one way to go. 
This is especially useful if he is a 
winger near the touchline. Force 
him towards the line. You then 
know he has only one way to go. 
Warns Against Dribbling. 

Let me warn you against drib- 
bling near your own goal. Now 
dribbling and cleverness is all very 
well when it comes off, but it is 
costly when it fails, for it usually 
means that an opponent is left with 
the ball at his feet near your goal. 
This fault was, I noticed, very com- 
mon in South America among full- 
backs. I got several goals by beat- 
ing the back in a dribble. 

When you are pressed, I strongly 
advise your passing back to the 
goalkeeper. If you have got your 
back to the field of play, it is 
very often dangerous to try and 
turn around with the ball at your 
feet. If you have made certain that 
the ball cannot be intercepted, you 
should certainly pass it back, for 
your goalkeeper can see the whole 
of the field, and kick the ball to 
the advantage. This is especially 
useful on the Continent, where the 
goalkeeper cannot be charged. 

When you are pressed, too, it is 
useful to pass the ball across the 
field to your colleague, This is bet- 
ter than dribbling, and it usually 
means that he is clear to get the 
ball away whilst you are pressed. 

Now to return to kicking. Wh&t- 
ever you do, do not kick the ball 
so hard that it travels over your 
forwards’ heads to the opposing de- 
fense. If you do, it means that the 
other side will have a free kick, 
and you are no sooner eased of 
pressure than back the ball comes. 
This also means that your poor for- 
wards are doing a lot of chasing 
the ball without much hope of get- 
ting it. 

The kick that drops the ball five 
yards in front of your forwards is 
a good one. I-think the right back 
should cultivate the clearance that 
sends the ball over to the outside 
left, and the left back then feed 
his outside right. That gives him 
scope for hitting the ball hard, but 
at the same time it makes every 
clearance a constructive pass. That 
is ideal defensive play—making at- 
tacks. 

Another splendid pass is the-short 
one from fullback to wing-half. If

It insures accu« 
racy, for the wing-half is, or should 
be near to his inside forward, and 
another short pass will set the for« 
ward line moving. Two short 
passes in preference to one long 
one in this case will be more use« 
ful. 

I have gone into detail quite @ 
lot with regard to fullbacks because 
I can dismiss this position in one 
article. It will not be so easy when 
I come to the halves, where defense 
and attack have to be considered, 
These positions will call for more 
articles.

MOVING GRADUALLY 
TOWARD ST. LOUIS 


Population Center Coming 
Closer With Each 
Census. 


According to statements credited 
to Clarence E. Batschelet, census 
geographer, present census figures 
are bearing out almost to the mile 
prophecies made in 1872. In that 
year Julius Erasmus Hilgard pre- 
dicted that the population center 
of the United States would reach 


a point 30 miles east of St. Louis 
by the year 2000. 

From 1870 to 1900 Hilgard said 
the population center would ad- 
vance 126 miles. He missed the 
actual movement by six and one- 
half miles. 


Hilgard also estimated that the 
population center would move 88 
miles between 1900 and 1930, and 
present census figures are bearing 
it out almost to the mile. At 
present the center of population is 
near the western line of the State 
of Indiana and on a direct line be- 
tween St. Louis and Baltimore. 


In his forecast, Hilgard said the 
center would be just about ulti- 
mate when it reached the point 
30 miles east of St. Louis, and the 
country could thereafter be de- 
pended upon to maintain an ap- 
proximation of equilibrium with 
St. Louis as pivotal point. 


During the year 1790, only 140 
years ago, the center of popula- 
tion for the whole United States 
was a spot 18 miles west of Balti- 
more. Population quickly spgead 
westward as the country grew, and 
by 1850 the center had passed the 
Alleghenies. In 1870 it was near 
Cincinnati. During the last half 
century it has moved, with gradu- 
ally increasing pace, across the 
State of Ohio and across a great 
portion of the State of Indiana. 
Always its pathway has been west- 
ward toward St. Louis. 


Advises License for Retailcrs. 


A form of licensing of the re- 
taller after an examination as to 
his specialized knowledge of the 
line, advertising, bookkeeping and 
all other activities involved in suc- 
cessful retailing. has been sug- 
gested by Professor Paul D. Con- 
verse of the University of Illinois. 
Prof. Converse pointed out that 
the economic waste represented by

for credit. 


New Automatic Cotton Picker. 
A new cotton-picking machine 
now being tested is said to be com- 
parable in potential results to the 
invention of the cotton gin. The 
automatic picking machine is ex- 
pected to do the work of approxi- 
mately 40 hand pickers, 


Miniature Golf and Textiles. 


The growth of miniature golf 
courses has carried the total in 
operation in this country to a fig- 
ure of 25,000 with a total value 
estimated at $125,000,000, accord- 
ing to the Department of Com- 
merce. It is expected that most 
of the courses, in sections where 
inclement weather rules, will be 
in the market for canvas or cotton- 
duck coverings and enclosures to 
facilitate their year-round opera-

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BUILDING CONFERENCE 


T0 BE IN WASHINGTON 


Harry S. Kissell, Springfield, O., 
president-elect of the National As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards, 


will represent the country’s real 
estate interests on the executive 
committee of the National Confer- 
ence on Construction, to be held in 
Washington this month. The new 
conference takes the place of the 
National Building Survey Confer- 
ence. Secretary of Commerce 
Robert P. Lamont will serve as 
general chairman orf the construc- 
tion conference. Julius H. Barnes, 
chairman of the board of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States, wiil be chairman of the 
executive committee. 

The construction conference is a 
permanent body representative of 
the various branches of the con- 
struction industry and allied. agen- 
cies of finance. On the establish- 
ment of the conference its pur- 
poses were outlined as follows: (1) 
To review the outstanding common 
problems of business and other in- 
terests identified with public and 
private construction: (2) To select 
a limited number of problems of 
the above type as will lend them- 
selves step by step to constructive 
inter-group action; (3) To develop 
the necessary factual studies of 
such proijems, und (4) To agree 
upon recommendations to be made 
to the co-operating agencies—pub- 
lic and private—looking toward the 
solution of such problems. 

With a view to the prevention 
of the untimely demise of build- 
ings from which industries are re- 
moving, the Industrial Property 
Division of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards at its 
recent Detroit conference named a 
committee of location experts 
which will study industrial build- 
ings with the purpose of determin- 
ing whether or not it is feasible to 
attempt to plan such structures s0 
that they are adaptable to the 
manufacturing processes of a 
wide variety of industries. 


Residential Building Contracts 
Largest Since Last May 


25 Percent Under October, 1929, However— 
Pipe Liné Construction Causes In- 
crease in St. Louis District. 


October contracts awarded for 
new residential building in the 37 
states east of the Rocky Mountains 
were larger than in any month 
since May but showed a decline of 
about 25 per cent from the valua- 
tion reported in October, 1929, ac- 
cording to F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion, 

Out of a total new construction 
volume amounting to $337,301,409, 
new residential building undertak- 
en during the past month account- 
ed for $104,670,300 or 31 per cent 
of construction awards of all types 
in the 37 Eastern’ states. Total 
construction undertaken in this ter- 
ritory during October aggregated 
$337,301,400 as compared with 
$331,863,500 for September and 
$445,642,300 for October, 1929. To- 
tal new construction contracted for 
in the 37 Eastern states during the 
10 elapsed months of 1930 was 
valued at $4,022,024,900 as against 
$5,046,909,900 for the correspond- 
ing ten months of 1929. 

The October contract’ record 
showed $121,435,200 for non-resi- 
dential building; $111,195,900 for 
public works and utilities; and 
$104.670,300 for residential build- 
ing. Of the non-residentia] total, 
$35,652,600 was for new commer- 
cia} buildings; $28,554,400 for edu- 
cational structures; $16,149,900 for 
industrial plants; $14,553,100 ‘for 
public buildings; $11,555,800 for 
hospitals and institutions; $9,583,- 
100 for social and _ recreational 
buildings; and $5,386,300 for re- 
ligious and memorial buildings. 

Of the thirteen Dodge territories 
four showed larger October con- 


tracts than in September: The Mid- 
dle Atlantic, Pittsburg, New Or- 
leans and Southeastern = districts. 
Two districts, the Kansas City and 
St. Louis territories, showed gains 
in October over both the preceding 
month and October last year. in- 
creases here being due to Ilurge 
Pipe line awards. The Central 
Northwest district, though showing 
a decline from September, regis- 
tered a gain over October, -1929. 
The remaining six territories de- 
clined ffm both the preceding 
month and October of last year. 

October contracts in the Chica- 
go district (Northern Illinois, In- 
diana, lowa and Southeastern Wis- 
consin) amounted to $33,409,600 as 
against $44,194,300 in September 
and $59,941,300 in October, 1929. 
In the Central Northwest (Minne- 
osta, the Dakotas, Northern Michi- 
gan, and Northwestern Wisconsin) 
construction undertaken in Octo- 
ber totaled $5,370,000 gontrasted 
with $11,871,700 in September and 
$4.671,900 in October, 1929. 

October construction awards in 
the St. Louis territory (Southern 
Hilinois, Eastern Missouri, North- 
east Arkansas, Western Tennessee, 
and Northwest Mississippi) totaled 
$29,980,800 as against $14,168,200 
in September and $14,269,600 in 
October of last year. October con- 
tracts in the Kansas City district 
(Western Missouri, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Nebraska) amounted to 
$22,147,100 as against $9,883,900 
in September and $18,731,000 in 
October, 1929. Texas showed Oc- 
tober awards of $9,392,600 against 
$12,941,300 in September and $19,- 
471,000 in October, 1929.

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the Rev. William Rollin Moon, known 
among his fellow townsfolk as “Old 
Reliable,” has made the basis of his 
charges against what he terms the 
‘‘Marriage Ring’ of Elkton. 

The Rev. Mr. Moon thinks those 
who make up the so-called ring are 
altogether too efficient und declares 
that their tactics have reached a point 
where something ought to be done 
about it. He has, in fact, started out 
to do something about it. 


Is efforts, so far, have included 

publication of two pamphlets, in 

which he seeks to expose the 
operations of the ring, and incidentally 
to call attention to his own reputation 
for reliability. 

Advertising isn't taboo among those 
who are known as the marrying par- 
sons of Elkton, and the Rev. Mr. Moon 
has done his share.

The taxi drivers did a 
pretty good business. 

Then the _ railroad’s contributions 
dropped oft and the taxi men found 
themselves losing a comfortable in- 
come.

Prior to that time about the only 
revenue the taxi men had had was the 
regular fare they charged for their 
transportation service. Many times, 
waiting on the porch of a minister's 
home, one or another of them had 
watched the departing groom slip a 
$10 bill into the minister's palm.

ed that the dreams and schemes for a 
xreat ‘“‘Century of Progress Exposi- 
tion'’' would ever get beyond the vis- 
ionary stage. 

The Administration Building is very 
nearly completed, the shape of the 
Transportation Building, 1000 feet 
long, begins to emerge from a tangled 
network of steel, and a replica of the 
first Fort Dearborn is being construct- 
ed of hand-hewn logs. As now planned, 
the buildings of the fair will stretch 
for three miles along the lake against 
the vast panorama of Chicago’s sky- 
line, extending approximately from 
Roosevelt road on the north to Thirty- 
ninth street on the south. And this 
does not include the long strip of 
Grant's Park containing the Art Insti- 
tute, the Buckingham Fountain and 
parks and plazas that have a part in 
the plan. 

The scale on which the fair was first 
planned did allow some room for 
doubt. It was on the Chicago scale. 
The plan called for construction of a 
series of islands extending for nearly 
five miles off the lake shore on which 
would be built colossal groups of ex- 
position buildings. Chicago for the 
inost part found the project enormous- 
ly stimulating. Ideas on an equally 
xrand scale poured in from citizens 
high and low to the exposition com- 
mittee. 

One group thought there should be 
a great festival of music and dancing 
in connection with the fair, with sing- 
ing and dancing choruses put into 
training at once. A great athletic car- 
nival to include all the major sports 
of the world was proposed. Someone 
else thought it would be a wonderful 
thing to bring together under one roof 
all the great pictures of the world, 
loaned by the leading museums in this 
country and Europe.

In the polite lan- 
guage of his own 
kind, Legs Diamond 
was a “rat.”’ In their 
less polite but more usual 
terminology he was a “‘louse.’’ There 
was no faith in him except among a 
certain sort of women, and that ended 
when his pockets were emptied of 
money and there was no longer any 
authority in his signature on a check. 

The attempt to murder him may 
have been instigated by a gang lead- 
er or racketeer jobber because he was 
a nuisance and a poisenously danger- 
ous element in criminal affairs. What 
Mr. Mulrooney meant when he said 
there were 11 motives why he should 
be killed was that there were 101 ways 
in which assasins might -be worked up 
to the point of killing him. 

Diamond might have been shot by a 
person enraged against him on ac- 
count of the emotion which is known 
to his social circle as ‘‘love.’’ 

Just as the records of the Police 
Department show him to have been 
charged with silk burglaries on the 
larger scale, postoffice robberies, pay- 
roll stickups, the legends of the un- 
derworld record his prowess as one 
who lured women from their attach- 
ment to his friends or competitors in 
crime. Such conduct, under 
the poor thing which passes 
for a code among crooks, is 
more reprehensible and*’a more 
capital offense than even bor- 
rowing money or incurring a 
gambling debt with no inten- 
tion of meeting the obliga- 
tion; it is far more outrageous 
to the sensibilities of the crim- 
inal community than murder 
or cheating at cards. It is al- 
most as bad as squealing. 

Among the 101 reasons of 
Mr. Mulrooney is that suspi- 
cion among some of the boys 
that Diamond may, sometimes, 
have been a squealer. Strange- 
ly enough, in an _ utterance 
which Diamond probably felt 
was the noblest gesture of his 
life, Legs Diamond confirmed 
these hatful doubts of his peers 
from his hospital bed. 


District Attorney Crain, 
painstakingly industrious, and 
also chivalrous to a fallen en- 
emy of the law, stoppéd in on 
his way to his office, to visit 
Diamond at the hospital. 

‘Honest, Judge,” Diamond 
said to him, “if 1 knew who did 
it l'd tell you. Honest I would. 
But they were all strangers to 
me, the fellers who came in 
and shot me.” 

Judge Crain said afterward that 
Diamond had every appearance of be- 
ing in earnest when he said these 
words, shameful as they were accord- 


ing to gang standards. 


UDGE CRAIN always seemed to 

me to be more the judge than 

prosecutor and more priest than 
judge. Perhaps Diamond recognized 
some such exalted quality in Judge 
Crain and wished himself into the 
mood of the penitent in a _ con- 
fessional. 

Queerly enough, the associates and 
peers of Diamond who live by break- 
ing all the rules of God and men, 
agree with Judge Crain in his belief 


that Diamond was sincere in saying he — 


would squawk if he could. I have 
talked with seven or eight of them. 
With almost exact verbal similarity 
this is their comment on what Dia- 
mond doubtless thought was a heroic 
elimination of all criminals of his ac- 
quaintance from any blame for his 
attack. 

“He told.the truth for once,” they 
said. ‘“‘He- would tell if he knew. He 
always was a rat in his heart.” 

The unwritten dossier of Diamond 


at police headquarters, recorded only 
in the memory of executives of the de- 
tective division and some veteran de- 
tectives, carries’ the following data 
about his achievements, coinciding 
quite neatly with the summary of 
those of his own way of living who 
grimly refused even sympathetic 
thoughts after he was shot: 

Diamond is believed to have been 
among those who attacked a mail 
wagon in Elizabeth, New Jersey, sev- 


eral years ago, murdering a police-. 


man. He is believed to nave been 
among the gunmen who protected the 
robbers in the notorious Canal street 
$250,000 payroll stickup. He is be- 
lieved to have been one of those who 
ambushed members of the ‘‘Neary 
mob’’ on their return from a visit to 
an unfortunate friend in Sing Sing. In 


this case a machine gun was used to. 
rake the Neary crowd’s automobile 


and one man was killed. His body 
was brought to New York and laid on 
the steps of a house in Tenth avenue, 
where his parents were instructed by 
telephone to find it. 

When Tony Marlow was machine- 
gunned in West Fifty-third stréet, 
near the Hotel Harding, Diamond was 
believed by the police and still is be- 
lieved to be one of the men behind 
the guns, which were mounted on the 
window sill of a night club near the 
Harding. 

Twenty years ago Jack Diamond's

classification on the memoranda of the 
criminal identification clerk at head- 
quarters was ‘‘cheap mug; package 
thief.’ 

In his brief experience in the army, 
which he left by way of courtmartial 
sentence to prison for escaping from 
the bullpen at Camp Merritt after a 
minor offense and taking with him a 
stolen pair of trousers and a safety 
razor, Diamond is charged with devel- 
oping the technique of the ‘quick 
kick-in crash.” 

This was a robber raid on a 
fur, silk or jewelry store fully pro- 
tected with burglar alarms and watch- 
men. It was made so swiftly and 
with such carefully planned atten- 
tion to detail that the robbera were 
through with their stealing and mur- 
dering and safe-breaking and clear 
of the neighborhood when the alarms 
were answered by special policemen 
and regular policemen within three or 


four minutes. Such 
raids could be: exe- 
cuted only on plans 
as carefully made as 
those of a trench raid 
in the World War, 
where the patrol leader 
instructed every man 
under him when and 
where to go and what to 
do as minutely as might a 
disabled master surgeon di- 


rect an assistant wielding 
the knife. 
If the Detective Bureau 


heads are right in their belief 
that Diamond was the first to 
apply army tactics to burglary 
it is the only instance in which he 
has shown any characteristics of 
capacities of the so-called ‘‘under- 
world master minds.”’ 

It is court record that Diamond had 
been shot twice before the Hotel Mon- 
ticello shooting. He has been shot at 
least three other times without the 
facts getting on official records. 

A few years ago he was taking an 


“amorous taxicab yide in Central Park 


when another cab came up behind and 
a load of buckshot was fired into his 
head as it rested on the fair shoulder 
of his companion; she was not hit. 


| HE Diamond skull withstood the 
buckshot, but his scalp was per- 
manently marked. Diamond made 
bitter complaint against this treatment 


and. promised, to shorten the life of 
‘the jealeus person who he assumed 


‘Caused the shwoting. But he didn't. 

One source of revenue for Diamond 
was his service as bodyguard for men 
involved:.in gamblers’ feuds or rack- 
eteer competition. For years he hung 
around the Rothstein gambling house 
below Central Park, awaiting engage- 
ments t6 escort winners of large sums, 
such as $10,000 to $50,000, to their 
homes or night bank deposit slots. 
The man who engaged him had every 
reason to feel that unless he accepted 
Diamond's suggestsion as to the fee 
for this service for protection he 
would certainly be robbed and lose all. 
There are certain legends of Broad- 
way in the hours before dawn which 
include suggestsions that sometimes 
men under such protection have been 
found dead in cellarways with their 
pockets inside out. And when such 
reports have gone abroad the question 
put to the habitues of the gambling 
house has always been: ‘Who took 
the poor guy home? Legs?’’ 

The Diamond manner as a killer 
was not liked, even by his fellow gun- 
men. I am repeating here as nearly 


as I can the exact words of one of 
wide acquaintance in night life who 
only two days ago explained to me why 
he cared little for Legs Diamond's ac- 
quaintance, and much less for his so- 
ciety: 

“It was a place over in Brooklyn. 
I was talking to the bartender. Two 
guys came in with a little feller. They 
got him pretty drunk and went out 
and left him against the far end of 
the bar, weaving. As they went out 
in comes Legs. It was the only time 
I ever knew of his being in Brooklyn. 
Legs didn’t look at me. He Was look- 
ing at the little souse at the far end 


of the bar. 
The little 
guy saw 
Legs and: 
knew him. If 
I were one of 
you writers I'd 
say the little fel- 
ler’s face went 
white or blue or 
something like 
that. But it didn’t. 
He just looked 
scared to death and 
as though he wished 
he knew some place he 
could run to. 

“Diamond looks at 
him, smiling, and says: 
‘Hey, kid, what's eating 
you? What you. scared 
about?’ and walks over to-: 
him with his hand held out. 

“The little feller was 
watching the smile on Legs as 
though he couldn’t believe it. 
He was right. When he put 
out his own hand to shake with 
Legs, the rat grabbed the wrist 
and held it and put his own right 
back in his pocket and pulled out 
a rod and says: ‘This is where you 
get yours, and some more, mean- 
while firing three shots into the lit- 
tle guy’s belly. Then Legs walks out, 
and all the tumble he gives me is: 
‘Well, see you in church.’ 

“Did he ever get accused of it? No. 
How was he going to get accused of 
it? The bartender didn’t know him. 
The little guy was dead and I never 
mentioned it to a soul until today and 
never went back to the joint where it 
happened. 

“I did hear that the little feller 
was a speakeasy owner who had 
broken with a bootlegger who knew 
Legs. 

‘Was it friendship for Legs that 
made me keep quiet? I want no 
friendship with that kind. I want to 
know nothing about their business or 
their pleasures and to forget it if ! 
happen to get into any of their musses. 
I'm the kind that likes to go to bed 
and to sleep at night and believe I'm 
going to get out of bed by my own 
power and not be blown out of it by 
a gun.” 

One of the shrewdest executives in 
the detective bureau, who spends his 
summers in the Catskills near the Dia- 
mond home at Acra and has played 
bus driver’s holiday at studying the 
behavior of Diamond and his asso- 
ciates there, is responsible for this 
thumbnail sketch of Legs as a 
criminal. 

“A plain, cheap thief, with no heart 
and a grand vanity extending to his 
clothes and his haircuts and shaves 
and massages and manicuring. 

“He got so hungry for money to 
spend on women——never drank much 
when he was not with women, but 
got ugly drunk when he was with 
them—and dope that he would stop 
at nothing. 

‘Life in the great city was too dan- 
gerous for him. He got the idea of 
going up into the Catskills and organ- 
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izing Greene 
County for all 
the rackets. But 
he did not change 
his ways and 

Greene County 
countrymen became 
just as eager to get 
rid of him as were the 
boys on Broadway. He 
got. a job that would 
take him out of the 
country. But before he 
got away he had a brush with some of 
the natives and Weston, the racket 
boss of Ulster County, was killed 
What he did then was like him. 
There was a hanger-on, a little thief 
they call Skunky Brown, up at Acra 
hiding out from here. Diamond let him 
sleep on the floor or the front porch. 
Mrs. Diamond gave him a meal oc- 
casionally.

Weston was killed, Diamond 

waked Skunky in the middle 
of the night, put him in ~ car, told 
him to drive it to Brooklyn and deliv- 
er it to whoever met him at the gates 
of Brooklyn army base. 

“At the army base Skunky was met 
by detectives told to look for him 
there. The car wae the one Weston 
was killed in. Stains were still on it. 

“Well, he got his job to go to Eu- 
rope to buy narcotics. We kept him 
from making good by having him de 
ported back. And if you want one mans 
best guess as to what happened to him 
.—{t is that his hick friends came down 
here and squared accounts. No city 
gunmen would have done the wild 
shooting through ceiling, floor, walls 
and windows that was done in the 
Monticello. That shooting was done by 
hfiek gunmen who were all excited.

HEN, the other 
day, word came 
from down in Mis- 
sissippi that Mrs. 
Bella Gunness, In- 
diana murderess, 
had been found, 
there was nothing 
surprising about it. 
. Finding Mrs. Gun- 
ness has been an unfailing pastime for 
amateur detectives for the past 2? 
years. It may be expected to continue 
as long as memory of Mrs.’ Gunness 
and her deeds survive, for although 
the woman perished in her burning 
murder-house on an April night in 
1908, there is a tradition that she 
escaped and has been at large ever 
since, a very dangerous person to be’ 
at large unless the passing years 
have changed her disposition, which 
is not considered likely. So it con- 
tinues to be the duty of all good de- 
tectives to keep on her trail and nab 
her every time they come up with her. 
If, in the nabbing, they inconvenience, 
from first to last, a great many per- 
fectly inoffensive elderly ladies who 
never killed anybody in their lives, it 
is something that can’t be helped. As 
long as the tradition lasts no lone 
heavy-set woman who seems to be 
about 70 years old, the approximate 
age which Mrs. Gunness would have 
attained by this iime, is safe from 
falling under suspicion. 

The woman.who was found down in 
Mississippi was heavy-set and seemed 
to be about 70 years of age, two very 
incriminating circumstances. The fact 
that she had lived respectably in the 
vicinity of Gulfport for 13 years and 
was prominent in clpb and social af- 
fairs and had even been known to go 
to church could not be entertained as 
militating against the assumption that 
she was Mrs. Gunness, because Mrs. 
Gunness, by all accounts, was a versa- 
tile person who could, on occasion, 
assume social and even religious atti- 
tudes, and is in fact remembered as 
having been impeccable in the matter 
of sending her children to the Metho- 
dist Sunday schoo) at Laporte, Ind., 
all the time that she was murdering 
men right and left and cutting them 
up and burying them in her barnyard. 

It turned out that a double injury 
had been done to the Mississippi lady 
in that, in addition to being accused 
of many murders, it was implied that 
she was around 70 years of age, 
whereas she could prove that she was 
only 67. Furthermore she had an air- 
tight alibi covering the past 43 years, 
clear back to her marriage at the age 
of 14, at Peoria, Ill. The officers of 
the law did not see how they could 
be blamed, for had not a man come 
to them and told. them that this lady 
was the living likeness of Mrs. Gun- 
ness as she might be supposed to 
look after 22 years! The least that 
they could do was to wire the La- 
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porte authorities. 
Out of Trondh- 
jem, Norway, 


came Mrs. Gun- 
ness, then Bella 
Paulsen, at the 
age of 22, to Chicago, 


where she had relatives. 
They did not take to her 
from the first. There was 
something queer about 
her. An estrangement oc- 
curred and Bella went her own way, 


quite able to get along without her | 


relatives’ assistance. 

Two years after her arrival in this 
country she was married to Max Sor- 
enson, a night watchman. He did not 
make much but he had $8009 life in- 
surance. One day he spoke of drop- 
ping one of the policies.’ They were 
living then at Austin, Ill. He died 
rather suddenly. There were suspi- 
cions but nothing was done about it 
then. The widow collected the insur- 
ance and went over to Laporte, Ind., 
and bought a farm near Fishtrap 
Lake, a mile and a half from town on 
the McClung road. It was a nice 
place, a two-story brick house set on 
a knoll, well back from the road, sur- 
rounded by cedars, a winding drive, 
good barns and other outbuildings. If, 
as early as that, she was setting a 
man trap, she was baiting it well. 


FTER a while Joseph Gunness 
A em to Laporte from nobody 
knows where and was the wid- 
Ow's guest out at the farm. If, as 
seems probable in view of the wom- 
an’s method later on, he was lured 
by a matrimonial advertisement, fol- 
lowed by correspondence, he found 
the widow and her farm up to speci- 
fications. As for him he had $3500 
life insurnace. Not very much but 
a husband with $8000 insurance was 
not found every day. So they were 
married. For two years they lived 
together and then one night Mrs. 
Gunness called a doctor to the farm- 
house. Joseph Gunness was dying. 
He had been hit on the head with a 
meat cleaver. Mrs. Gunness said the 
cleaver fell from a shelf and hit him. 
It didn't sound reasonable but there 
was nobody to contradict Mrs. Gun- 
ness, so nothing was done about that. 
Joseph Gunness was buried and Mrs. 
Gunness collected the insurance. 
After that the widow, seemingly 
with enough money for her needs, con- 
tinued to live on the well-kept farm. 
She had hired hands, nondescripts of 
the neighborhood, and from time to 
time strangers, apparently Srandina- 
vians, were seen about the place. They 
might have been relatives on a visit or 
persons considering the purchase of 
the farm, or even suitors for the wid- 
ow's hand and possessions. Mrs. Gun- 
ness did not take the trouble to ex- 
plain and nobody knew exactly. After 
a few days, or a longer period. a man 
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who had been seen about the place 
would not be seen there any more. 
Mrs. Gunness, if she had occasion to 
speak about it, said he had gone 
away. There was nothing strange 
about that. A man had a right to go 
away if he wanted to. It was nobody’s 
business. , 

Just how many of these men went 
away and how many were buried in 
the barnyard, or the orchard, was 
never definitely established. When, 
later on, suspicions were aroused, ten 
dismembered bodies were dug up. 
There may have been more but ten 
were enough to show what kind of a 
woman Mrs. Gunness was, so the dig- 
ging was stopped. However, that is 
getting ahead of the story. 

What was not known at the time 
that the strange men were coming 
to the farm and disappearing, was 
that Mrs. Gunness, some time after 
the cleaver affair, had begun adver- 
tising in Norwegian newspapers for a 
husband. She recommended herself 
and her farm highly and received 
plenty of replies. Correspondence fol- 
lowed, directed on her part to finding 
out whéther the applicant had money. 
When that point was settled to her

satisfaction she 
opened up with 
endearments and 
asked. him to come 
and bring his mon- 
ey with him. 

As she wrote to

Andrew Helgelein, Aberdeen, S. D., 


who had answered her advertisement 
and satisfied her of his solvency:

‘love. I can hardly wait for 
you to come to me. My coun- 
try place, where we live, will soon be 
as beautiful as spring. We will walk 
about the orchard and be as happy 
as children. I depend upon you. My 
heart would break if you should fail 
me now. Come to me. Your bride 
waits for you. We shall be happy here 
as a king and a queen in the most 
beautiful home in Northern Indiana. I 
dream of you, my love, and await your 
coming. Do not trust banks. Sell or 
mortgage your ranch and bring the 
money sewed up in your clothes.”’ 
Helgelein drew $3000 from the bank 
and took the next train to Laporte.

George Sisler and John- 
nie Lavan among them. 

That spring of 1913 
Rickey had to make a 
difficult decision.” Phy- 
sicians said he was well, but if he 
continued to practice law it was doubt- 
ful that he would remain so; he had 
been throwing himself into work with 
such energy that he was spending too 


much time indoors. If he followed an 
occupation that. kept him outdoors a 
good deal, he would be well indefinite- 
ly. So Rickey gave up the law and 
turned to professional baseball, which 
he liked, in which he was proficient 
and which offered a decent living. He 
came back to St. Louis as secretary of 
the Browns. 
was manager. In 1916~he was vice 
president and business manager. 

The next year he became president 
of the Cardinals. 
The American 
League tried to hold 
him and went to law 
to do it, but Rickey 
won the suit and the 
right to his new job. 

It was a job that 
few men would have 
cared to undertake, 
that of making 
something of the St. 
Louis Nafional 
League team. The 
Cardinals were in 
'i.e doldvsums~ in 
1917. The club was poverty stricken 
and debt ridden. Its team for years 
had been merely something to fatten 
the averages of and supply players 
for a few of the wealthy clubs. It 
was without prestige at home or out 
on the circuit. 

With the group of 
St. Louisans who had 
bought the club from 
Mrs. Helene Robin- 
son Britton, Rickey 
set to work to change 
all that. The first 
need was money— 
the chub was so im- 
peverished that it 
couldn't buy new uni- 
forms for its players at the beginning 
of one season, und Rickey borrowed 
a rug from his own home to make the 

office look a =MTlittle less barren. 

Rickey helped raise money and 
hold off creditors. The team 
needed some good players, 

and Rickey went out and 
got them-—cheap. Young 
fellows whom others 
had overlooked. 
Those who should 
know say 
Rickey is 

one of the 


best judg- 
es of young 
players in 
baseball. 
Popular support-—— 
an array of Cardinal 
fans — was needed. 
Rickey and his associates 
spread the word at every Op- 
portunity that the St. Louis 
Nationals were going to be a team 
worthy of a lot of cheering. And 
the Knothole Gang was organized. 

The Knothole Gang was composed 
of boys selected by teachers, preach- 
ers. Y. M. C. A. executives, social 
workers and other adults interested in 
juvenile welfare all over the city. Boys 
who impressed their elders as having 
the makings of good sportsmen in 
them, who played their games fairly 
and lived decently—they didn't have 
to be teachers’ pets or goody-goody 
kide—were given cards which admit- 
ted them free to Cardinal games five 
days a week when the team was at 
home. Some of the stockholders in 
the club ridiculed the idea, but it pre- 
vailed. And the boys of the Knothole 
Gang went out there to Sportsmen's 
Park in droves and yelled their heads 
off for the Cardinals, giving an en- 
couragement to the team that was 
sorely needed. Furthermore, they 
went home and told their folks and 
they told other boys about the reju- 
venated Cardinals, spreading the germ 
of fandom. It helped tremendously 
to revive an enthusiasm for baseball 
that golf, the movies, aviation and 
other interests were threatening to 
destroy. The seed sown a dozen years 
ago is still bearing fruit; many &

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The next two years he 
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club revenues this year by paying his 
money at the gate did so because he 
had got in on a pass as a boy and 
acquired then a lasting loyalty to the 
Redbirds. 

The Knothole Gang still flourishes, 
developing fans while Cardinal 
“farms are developing players. 

The World War interrupted Rick- 
ey’s baseball career. He entered the 
army in 1918 and served as a major 
with the A. EF. F. in the Chemical 
Warfare Service. Dis- 
charged at the begin- 
ning of 1919, he re- 
turned to St. Louis 
and the difficult 
problem presented by 
the Cardinals, who 
were a long way from 
being out of the 
woods. How to get 
good players without 
the money to compete 
in this field with such 
teams as the Chicago 
Cubs, backed by the 
Wrigley millions, and 
and wealthy Jake Ruppert’s New 
York Yankees? It was not enough to 
pick up by keen seouting an occasion- 
al youngster on his way to stardom. 

[n this emergency. Rickey con- 
ceived the idea of the Cardinals buy 
ing several minor league clubs, and, 
through application of the reserve 
rule, developing their own talent on 
these ‘‘farms.”’ he youngsters would 
be earning their keep while they were 
being groomed for big league competi- 
tion, and when the time came for 
transfer to the Cardinal team, the 
“mother” club would, in effect, mere- 
ly buy the players from itself. 

Sam Breadon, president of the 
Cardinals, has the reputation of being 
one of the shrewdest of baseball finan 
ciers, and he quickly saw the logie of 
Rickey’s scheme, and indorsed it. In 
1921 the St, Louis National League 
Club bought its first ‘‘farm,’’ the Fort 
Smith, Arkansas, club of the Western 
Association. The next year it bought 
the Syracuse, New York, club of the 
International league, later tranefer- 
ring its franchise to Rochester. Not 
all the clubs originally purchased have 
been retained, but the Cardinals now 
own eight minor league teams, located 
at Rochester; Houston, Texas; Dan- 
ville, Illinois; St. Joseph, Missouri; 
Shawnee, Oklahoma; 
Scottdale and Waynes- 
boro, Pennsylvania, and 
Greensboro, North Caro- 
lina. From these train- 
ing centers have come 
such notable players as 
Jim Bottomley, Charlie 
yelbert, Ray Blades, Tay- 
lor Douthit, Chick Hafey, 
Gus Mancuso, Bill Halla- 
han and Sylvester John- 
son, of the present Cardi- 
nal team, and Tom 
Thevenow, now with the 
Phillies; Fred Frank- 
house of Boston, and Les- 
ter Bell and Clifford 
Heathcote of the Chicago 
Cubs. 

The ‘‘chain store’ sys- 
tem proved itself dramat- 
ically in 1926, when the Cardinals 
won the league pennant, the first one 
to come to St. Louis since 1888, and 
then went on to defeat the New York 
Yankees for the world champlonship 
Rickey, who had managed the team 
from 1919 through 1924, was vice 
president and business manager, and 
kogers Hornsby was in direct charge 
of the players as manager. Rickey 
says he himself failed to get the re- 
suits he had hoped for as field man- 
ager because of his temperament. ‘I 
kept the players too tense,’ he ex- 
plains. ‘“‘They were with me 100 per 
cent, and that was just the trouble. 
They were too eager, too highly keyed 
They brooded over their mistakes, took 
amall failures too much to heart-—--be- 
cause I did. Hornsby’s driving sys- 
tem proved to be more effective in 
winning ball games.” 


HE winning of the pennant in 
1928 and this year has further 
demonstrated the soundness of 
the Cardinale recruiting system 
and many other clubs have adopted 
the plan. The Cardinals are now 
strongly intrenched financially. 
Neither to himself nor to any other 
wan belongs a majority of the credit 
for the club's success, Rickey insists. 
“I've merely been lucky enough to 
work with such men as President 
Breadon, Charlie Barrett, our chief of 
scouts, and the baseball experta who 
run our minor league teams,” he says. 
“Dr. Rickey’’——he doesn't une the 
title, althougb he has a right to, with 
his J. D. from Michigan in addition to 
an honorary LL. D. conferred a coupir 
of years ago by McKendree Colletce

Many of them show 
from 150 to 400 garments each, twice 
a year, at the February and August 
openings, in addition to the two mid- 
season showings. All together they 
produce about 10,000 models a year. 
lt is not surprising that with such a 
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number to be guarded a good many 
fall prizes to the copyists and cease 
to be exclusive very early in their ca- 
reers. There are men and women whose 
business is the filching of original 
designs and whose triumph it is to 
make it possible for an entrancing lit- 
tle frock to be shown on Eighth ave- 
nue, New York, at $18.95 as soon as 
it is worn for the first time by some 
wealthy and fashionable woman who 
paid $350 for it. 

One of the copyist’s commonest 
methods of getting information is to 
buy it from disloyal employes of.the 
dressmaker. The employe may fur- 
nish a pencil sketch of a wanted model 
or, what is much more desirable, may 
smuggle out a canvas pattern. The 
temptation to traffic thus with the pi- 
rates must be hard for many of the 
sewing girls to resist, for their wages 
are exceedingly small. The needlewom- 
en of one of the leading fashion houses 
in the city recently struck for higher 
wages and got them; but the increase 
made the pay of the most skillful 
seanistresses only $9.50 a week, while 
the apprentices get from 95 cents to 
$1.60 a week and one meal a day. 

Occasionally a mannequin takes ad- 
vantage of an opportunity to permit 
copyists an unauthorized view of 
dresses she is modeling. Even a de- 
livery boy has been known to serve 
the copyists. He was sent by a dress- 
making house to deliver a box of gowns 
to one of its wealthy and most valued 
customers, for whom it always devised 
an exclusive design. The boy stopped 
to let a firm of copyists inspect the 


dresses. Before the customer wore any 
of the new gowns, copies were on sale. 

Other occasions for fashion ‘‘leaks’’ 
are the “press and buyers’ openings.”’ 
These opening are the official show- 
ings of new models. An important 
couturier’s first opening of the sea- 
s0n is important. Admission is by in- 
vitation, certain members of the press. 
a few notables and personal friends of 
the proprietor heing asked to view the 
house’s dress collection. 

The day after this press opening 
the collection is viewed by buyers who 
have come from all over the satyle-con- 
scious world. 


HE buyer first views the dresses 
and makes notes of the ones 
he wishes to inspect more 
closely. By appointment, he exam- 
ines these garments and makes 
his purchases. If he is buying for 
retail trade he orders a number of 
dresses of each model he wants, in 
various sizes, obtaining exclusive sale 
rights to these models. If he is buying 
for a manufacturer, the latter receives 
the right to duplicate the purchased 
dresses; for this privilege the price 
of each dress is naturally larger than 
that paid by the buyer for retail sale 
~-often from $500 to $1000 each. 
Buyers obtain admission to these 
openings only by betng sponsored by 
commissionaires, who are Paris rep- 
resentatives of big firms. The com- 
missionairies are supposed to be above 
suspicion. But occasionally one 
vouches for a ‘‘buyer’’ who is really an 
expert copyist—so expert that‘he can

copyists, posing 
as buyers, 
worked co-oper- 
atively for a 
long time be- 
fore they were 
detected.

ing. To combat the copyists the coutur- 
lers maintain a close surveillance 
over their employes as well as those 
who attend the openings. Watchers 
keep a sharp eye on the workrooms 
where the valuable costumes are made, 
for it is from these rooms that the 
canvas patterns which the pirates most 
ardently desire usually are smuggled. 
The practice of having various parts of 
a dress made in separate workrooms 
has been largely ebandoned, each 
room now turning out a complete gar- 
ment, its small group of workers being 
under the supervision of a forewoman. 

The fight between originators and 
pirates has become so intense that 
some of the leading dressmaking 
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Salon of a Paris dressmaker. 


houses in Paris have banded together 
raising joint funds and co-operatively 
backing the prosecution of copyists. 
It is very difficult to prosecute 
such cases successfully; only half 
a dozen of such victories are on rec- 
ord. By making very slight changes 
in a pirated design a manufacturer 
can put on the market a garment that 
embodies an idea originated by one of 
the famous fashion houses without be- 
ing an exact duplicate of the original. 
And even if the lawsuit goes against 
him, by the time it is decided the copy- 
ist probably has made such a profit on 
the pirated model that a fine of 1000 
francs, which was levied in a typical 
case, theans nothing to him.

sive. The one thing that could remove 
all doubt was the woman's teeth. If 
the body was hers and the head had 
been burned off, the teeth would have 
resisted the flames and would be 
among the debris of the burned house.
